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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a coated loudspeaker diaphragm. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely 
distinct feature of a coating formed on at least one surface of the conical region and the 
cylindrical region where the coating tapers in the conical region and were the coating is a 
uniform thickness in the cylindrical region in combination with all the disclosed limitations of 
claim 1. Independent claim 15 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a coating on a 
loudspeaker diaphragm where the coating in at least the transition region between the conical 
region and the cylindrical region is tapered in combination with all the disclosed limitations of 
claim 15. Independent claim 26 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a coating which tapers 
from a maximum value of the conical portion of a diaphragm to a minimum value on the 
cylindrical portion of the diaphragm in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claim 
26. The closest prior art, Hawley (US 1715598) discloses a loudspeaker diaphragm comprising a 
continuous coating applied to the inner and outer surfaces of the diaphragm but fails to teach the 
coating continues to the cylindrical region or any taper in the coating; and Persson (GB 369,992) 
teaches a tapered coating on the conical region of the diaphragm but fails to teach the coating 
continues to the cylindrical region. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent 
claims obvious.
